‘Groner Tnomeson, While at Lockport, 
N.Y., being called to defend the American 
Anti-Slavery Society against certain objec- 
tions presented by one of the speakers, made 
the following remarks, which are copied 
from the North Star.} 

Mr. Thompson, who, after expressing the 
pleasure he telt at being present, proceeded 
to review the proceedings of the American 
Anti-Slavery Society, from its formation in 
1533, down to the present time. Sixteen 
years ago, it Was his honor to be appointed

Who hath requir- 
ed this at your hands, if it is not also requir- 
ed that you first cease from blood-guiltiness 
athome? Theslave is helpless. ‘The fur- 
ther youare from him ,the greater your obli- 
gation to aid him. The law, which is your 
guardian angel here, is his distroying angel 
there. The army, which protects you from 
invasion here, invades his sacred rights, and 
is maintained to butcher bim if he dare to 
assert the dignity of aman. The Christiani- 
ty whieh tells you at the North to be tree, 
tells him to crouch at the feet of a tyrant, 
aud to take toil and chastisement with grati- 
tude, for the Lord’s sake. Do you tell me 
these are not your views? I tell you that, 
for that very reason, itis your duty to em- 
brace this cause, for you are the very persons 
that can help the slave. 

You tell me it is a question of property.— 
I know it—of property of God in’ man, and

A Reprobate Body. 





At a meeting of the “ Union Presbytery of 
the Cumberland Presbyterian Church,” held 
on the 13th of February, 1851, in Union- 
town, Pa., the following preamble and reso- 
lutions were adopted :— _ 

Whereas, It has appeared in a late No. of 
the Baltimore Sun, and other papers, that at 
a meeting of Cumberland Presbyterian cler- 
eymen and members of that Church, held at 
Bethel, Jan. 15th, 1851, aseries of resolu- 
tions was adopted against slavery and the 
Fugitive Slave Law:—Therefore, that the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church may not be 
misrepresented nor misunderstood on these 
subjects : 

Resolved, That this, the Union Presby- 
tery of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church, 
iv session in Uniontown, Fayette county, Pa., 
Feb, 18th 1851, view with deep regret the 
imprudent attempt of a few ministers of our 
denomination, aud a few members of some 
congregations in Washington county to med- 
dle with the subject of Negro Slavery, and 
the Fugitive Slave Law, recently passed, as 
many believe, in accordance with the Consti- 
tution of the United States. oa 

Resolved, further, ‘That, in tlie opinion of 
this Presbytery, it is the duty of all Chris- 
tians to obey the laws of our Country; and 
that to obstruct any such laws, so as by 
means of such obstruction a citizen may suf- 
fer the loss of what the law of the land re- 
gards as his property, is a contravention of 
the Christian maxim, “ Whatsoever ye would 
that men should do to you, do ye even so to 
them.” 4 

It is the general belief of the religious 
world that the Devil is the great suggester of 
evil thoughts, but we are pot sure but it 
would be a slinder on that notable person- 
age to allege that he suggested the above 
resolutions. Certainly his perversions of 
Scripture were not so moustrous in the re- 
corded instances of his quoting from the 
holy volume.

If I 
feed and shelter you it will give you strength 
to escape clear beyond the reach of your 
owner.

As the heart-broken victim makes despairing 
effort to stagger away, a second thought 
seizes the miud of the Cumberland preach- 
er.

The particulars of this first case are contain- 
ed in the Philadelphia Ledger, and New York 
Tribune, with both of which papers the He- 
rald exchanges. 

The second case occurred in Salisbury 
township, and is reported as follows by the 
Lancaster Union and Tribune of the 25th: 

“ A colored man, considerably advanced in 
age living in Salisbury township, Lancaster 
county, was carried off on Saturday week, 
by a party of men unknown in their vicinity, 
toward the Maryland line. Resistance was 
offered by the old man and his wite, but they 
were overpowered and the man was taken. 
This is the second or third case of the kind 
in that vieinity during the past few months. 
Itisa matte: of regret that some clue or oth- 
er cannot be found to the persons engaged in 
this nefarious business.”

provisious of the Fugitive Slave Law, that 
While it secures a faithful complianee with 
all the obligations imposed by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, it will, as it be- 
comes a free Government, guard with a jeal- 
ous care the rights of the freeman. And if 
said law, in the opinion of Congress, cannot 
be so amended as to give to persons claimed 
as fugitives trom labor, the benefit of every 
legal defence of their liberty, we then recoim- 


tend the repeal of said law. 


Resolved, ‘That the law commonly called 
the Fugitive Slave Law, being a law that 
makes er-parle evidence conclusive of the 
master’s right to recapture and return: bis 
slave; that denies a jury trial here or elsewhere; 
that provides for the wppointment of swarms 
of petty officers to execute It; that gives a 
double compensation to find every claim set 
up in favor of the master, and pays the ex- 
penses, in any case, from the Public Treasu- 
rv—ought never to receive the voluntary co- 
operation of our people, and ought therefore 
to be immediately repealed.

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The World’s Fair, 


Lospon, March 21st, 1851. 
During the present week the Crystal Pal- 
ace has undergone essential changes. The 
increased number of workmen is fast hast- 
ening the building to its completion ; the 
painting is very nearly accomplished; the 
numerous leakages from the roof which the 


violent storms of last week discovered, have 


been mostly stopped, and the taking cown 
of inferior scaftolding—the sure sigu of ap- 
proximate completeness—is already come 
menced. I watched the teeting of the 
strength of the galleries yesterday with great 
interest. A frame work of iron, forty feet in 
length by thirty feet in breadth, was set upon 
one hundred and eighty cannon balls, each 
one, nine inches in diameter, as wheels, and 
this was drawn through all the galleries of 
the building by eighty-five of the corps of 
gappers and miners to a heavy tramp, each | 
man giving his step the powerful fall of a 
leap upon the floor, {t was a nice and beau- 
tiful operation, and scientifically considered, 
an admirable and most conclusive test.

late atnight. ‘The workmen throughout the 
building, carpenters, joiners, painters, up- 
holsterers, decorators, architects, and all: 
others of whatever name and nature, as also 
the hundreds of the corps of sappers and 
miners and the numerous body of police, are 
at work during extra hours, even to midnight, 
and upon enhaneed pay. ‘The bustle 
throughout the immense building eminently 
befits its title to the Palace of Industry. It 
is a scene now, all unlike indeed what it is 
to be one month henee, and yet scarcely less 
interesting, Which one may congratulate one- 
self upon having looked upon. Ali over the 
building the scene is one muze of employ- | 
ment. 

Hundreds of carpenters stand toiling at 
their benches—hundreds of others are ply- 
ing their work in different plices—swung 
beneath the roof countiess painters are giv- 
ing the finishing touch to tie long lines of 
sashes and girders—covering the trail temp- 
orary stages are decorators fitting up appro- 
priate national emblems for the various divi- 
sions—seated at long tables officers of the 
customs are taking account of the fist accu- 
mulating cases from the ports of entry— 
epeedily hither and thither are the subordi- 
uates of the different departments upon all 
sorts of messages—hoisting at the gigantic 
eranesare the common laborers with the un- 
tnistakeable Wish physiognomy—thauiing at 
the ponderous carriages the red coated sap- 
pera are marching with aregularity as i to 
inusic—and as one advances from place to 
place the various languages of Europe and 
Asia and South America indicate that the 
nations of the world are represented within 
the enclosure. It is such a seene of lite and 
employment and enterprise aud competition, 
ag ucither this age, hor any nge, hus seen be- 
fore. 

The general decoration of the building is 
to be similar throughout. IT mean by this, 
that the style of adornments, the colors of 
the hangings, the shape and size of the flags, 
the arrangements of the counters and tables, 
and the general tout ensemble of each separate 
division is to be sinnlar. But in all minute 
matiers, the det: ils are to be left to indivi- | 
dual or national taste. The French division, 
eceupying about 84,000 square feet, will | 
doubtless excel all the rest in splendor of ap- 
pointinents, if it does not also in the rich 
fabrie and tastiul tinish of its goods. It is 
well understood here that France means to 
exceed England even upon her own ground. 
No expense is to be spared by the French 
Government, who have directed the whole 
matter, to accomplish this.
